Three hundred forty-two delegates 


refused to vote and six were absent. 
Those refusing to vote were Roose- 
velt delegates who declined to partici- 
pate because of the manner in which 
the roll was made up, which in their 
judgment and in the language of 
their chieftain, was "rank theft." 
Roosevelt Nominated 
At a mass meeting in Orchestra 


Hall on the same night Theodore 
Roosevelt was nominated by Progres- 
sive delegates to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, pledged by the 
people to his support, who claimed 
they represented a large majority of 
the Republican voters of the entire 
country. 
In accepting the nomination offer- 
ed him by the Progressive delegates, 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that if 
the people want him—and it is claim- 
ed that the verdict in states where 
the people were allowed a voice in 
selecting delegates, together with the 
contest decisions of the reactionary 
Credentials and National Committees, 
demonstrates that they do—he will 
make the fight, even if it should re- 
sult in securing the electoral vote of 
only one state.Party Split 
This is the first -instance in the 
history of the Republican party of its 
having nominated two candidates for 
he high office of President of the 
Jnited States. 


The drop of the gavel in the hand 


of National Chairman Norman E. 
Mack at 12:30 o'clock on Tuesday 
called to order the twenty-first Na- 
tional Convention of the Democratic 
party. The most important event of 
the session was the speech of Mr. 
Bryan nominating himself for tempo- 
rary chairman against Judge Alton B. 
Parker, who had been selected by 
the National Committee, and his de- 
feat by the vote of Parker, 579; 
Bryan, 506. 


The Keynote Speech 


At the evening session Temporary 
Chairman Parker delivered the key- 
note speech, which was a masterpiece 
and which necessarily had a harmon- 
izing influence. He spoke of all the 
candidates as progressive, referred 
to the menace of a third term, dis- 
cussed at some length the tariff and 
the trusts including campaign funds 
from trusts, and the President as a 
solicitor of funds, plead for the up- 
holding of the Declaration and the 
Constitution, pointed out Republican 
misrule, saying in conclusion: 
"What is our duty? To think alike 
as to men and measures. Impossible! 
Even for our great party! There is 
not a reactionary among us. 
All 
Democrats are progressives. But it 
is inevitably human that we shall not 


now claiming our attention be chos- 
en."At Wednesday's meeting Senator- 
elect Ollie M. James of Kentucky 
was unanimously chosen as perma- 
nent chairman of the convention. By 
agreement the taking up of the plat- 
form was deferred but it was agreed 
on all sides that it would be a pro- 
gressive document. 
The vote on the unit rule, which 
applied in this convention more par- 
ticularly to Ohio than to any other 
state, resulted in 495 votes for and 
565 against, 33 delegates being ab- 
sent.

retreat, we came face to face with, 
beautiful Larkspurs and Closed Gen- 
tians blooming in profusion. 
Then! 
v;e thought it wise to remove the chill, 
before mounting the wagon again, 
and crept into the crater of a geyser,. 
No disappointment experienced eith- 
er. While the excessive heat within., 
comforted us, the camera again took 
a proof of the pofaition while it 
snowed without. Then we hurried to- 
visit the Mammoth Paint Pots, a. re- 
markable mud caldron about 40x60 
feet and a mud rim four feet high, in 
which is a mass of fine whitish sub- 
stance in a state of constant agita- 
tion. Numerous points of ebullition. 
produced sounds like a coarsely whis- 
pered "plop, plop," which built cones 
two to three feet high of a pink ancjt 
rosy color.

When we reached the Black War- 


rior geyser, little real idea of its true 
beauty could be discerned, the wind 
blowing a gale heavily laden with 
snow. 
The two blue flames in the 


"Fire Hole" were plainly visible, 
however, and explanation for the fire 
down in the water deep was lacking. 
The flames were there, and in the 
water; but how deep and what caused 
them was a mystery. The Raspberry, 
Dome and Great Fountain geysers 
were next visited and then we saw 
the steam rising from Hell's Half 
Acre. Cautiously, we all approached 
the rim of a dreadful, seething pit 
about^300 feet in diameter. 
Only 


when the breeze wafted the steam 
aside, could we see the deep blue 
tint of the "bottomless" mass of wa- 
ter. 
The walls of the caldron were 


almost perpendicular, but the depth 
to our eyes was very uncertain, al- 
though we guessed at twenty feet. It 
was still snowing. The scene amidst 
this combination of the elements was 
rare indeed. It is said that in activ- 
ity, this powerful geyser (Excelsior) 
hurled rock by the ton as far as 500 
feet from the crater, and the over- 
flow of the water raised the Fire 
Hole River several inches. 


How easy it would be to linger 


here and write and write and yet not 
do justice to the eye, the feelings, the 
rumblings, the sensations. The beau- 
ties of nature were here so plentiful 
Prismatic Lake, the largest body of 
hot water in the world, three-fourths 
of a mile in length, presented the 
most beautiful picture yet seen. 
It 


is impossible to exaggerate the rich- 
ness and delicacy of the coloring. We 
were told that the temperature of the 
water was 145 degrees. 
Over the 


central pit the water was of a deep 
blue color. If it were not for notes 
taken, it would be impossible to give 
the location of the colors so variable, 
for In the shallower portions loomed 
up a yellow tint that gradually faded 
into orange. 
Outside the rim, was a 


brilliant red deposit which vanished 
into purples, browns and grays. The 
water flowed off in all directions 
down over a series of little terraces 
only a few inches in height.

How to Purify a Well 


In the current issue of Farm and 


Fireside, Dr. R. E. Buchanan, of the 
Department of Bacteriology of Iowa 
State College, tells how to purify a 
stone or brick well that has not had 
water drawn from it for several years 
and has perhaps become stagnant. 
He says: 


"Pump out all the water, and scrub 


the walls thoroughly with a stiff 
brush. 
Then place in the well one 


pound of copper sulphate for every 
one thousand gallons of water. 
Al- 


low the well to stand until it fills near 
the original depth; 24 hours, at least, 
Then pump out the water and that 
which runs in on the day following. 


"Lime may be used instead of cop- 


per sulphate, but is not so good. 
Copper sulphate may be added to 
the scrub-water, though this would 
not be absolutely necessary."

Francis Pemberton (1625-97) was Im
